Data input/output devices are used to load the 
first device with software [see column 8 lines 66-67 and 
column 12 lines 1-5] .

D2 describes a method for loading software into a peripheral 
device via a first device, a wireless module [see the 
abstract] . The software can be transmitted to the first device 
using^ a wireless communication link [see page 2 paragraph 0017 
and claim 3] . * * 

The cited documents D3-D6 represent the general state of the 
art . 

The subject matter of claim 9 does not describe that the 
fxrmware has to be loaded in to the first device, an external 
memory unit, via the mobile device. The subject matter of 
claxm 9 differs from the method described in D2 only in that 
D2 does not mention firmware. It is, however, generally known 
to the^ person skilled in the art that the featu re of 
doaaaloading softwar e is almost an equivalent to the f^Mn^ ~r 
dQw^lo^ding_^irjoware__ and can be interchanged withthat 
teature, where circumstances make it desirable, without the 
exercise of inventive skill. The subject matter of claim 9 
therefore lacks an inventive step. 

The subject matter of claims 10-13 only discloses slight 
constructional changes which come within the scope of the 
customary practice followed by persons skilled in the art, 
especially as the advantages thus achieved can readily be 
foreseen. Consequently, the subject-matter of claims 10-13 
lacks an inventive step. 

Claim l is unclear regarding h£w the firmware is loaded into 
tfte first device, see comments above. Because this feature is 
not clearly described, the subject matter of claim l is 
presumed to be an equivalent of the subject matter of claim 9. 
The subject matter of claim 2 is therefore also not considered 
to involve an inventive step. 

The subject matter of claims 2-8 only discloses slight 
constructional changes which come within the scope of the 
customary practice followed by persons skilled in the art, 
especially as the advantages thus achieved can readily be 
foreseen. Consequently, the subject-matter of claims 2-8 lacks 
an inventive step. 
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
